We all of us are poached eggs 
at times, unhappy because we can- 
not accomplish some end ardently 
regarded as absolutely vital to our 
happiness. 

The best proof that many of our 
most fervent yens are nothing to 
get fervent about is the speed with 
which we lose interest once each 
such yen is satisfied. 

Years and years go, Elbert Hub- 
bard’s old Philistine carried on its 
back cover a picture of a singing 
bird, perched upon a blossoming 
bow—a careless looking bird, sing- 
ing just for the joy of it. The leg- 
end was “It really doesn’t matter.” 

And while perhaps the dental 
business would go to the dogs if 
we all lived by that happy bird’s 
rule, I think it’s true enough that 
often we could avoid being poached 
eggs by realizing that maybe it 
really doesn’t matter after all if 
we don’t get everything we think 
we want. 

More than once, I have seen 
men curdle their corpuscles fight- 
ing for objects which weren’t worth 
the effort.

( ‘Aypnotic phenomena were known thousands of years ago to 


the Persian magi and Indian yogis, but medical interest in the 
subject was not generally stimulated until the latter half of the 
18th century by the work of Mesmer, a Viennese physician. Not 
only has hypnotism since been highly fruitful in adding to our 
knowledge of normal and abnormal psychology, but its present 
application to such fields as dentistry is increasing. Hypnosis is 
reportedly used by about 2,600 dentists in the U.S.A. today, 
with a conservative estimate of 75,000 inductions annually. 





Dental journals preserve the living record of dentistry in the 
making. Yet journals themselves die. Among those in the Eng- 
lish language that are no longer published, but whose volumes 
contain valuable reference material, are: The American Jour- 
nal of Dental Science (1839-1860); Dental Register (1847-1923); 
Dental Review (1886-1918) ; Journal of the Allied Dental So- 
cieties (1906-1918) ; and Dental Cosmos (1859-1936) . 






It seems incredible, that it should ever have been considered 
expedient to expect large numbers of men to forego the avail- 
ability of dental service for long periods of time—as for instance 
armies in field. Yet it wasn’t until World War I that the prac- 
tical value of military dentistry began to win recognition, lead- 
ing one army surgeon to remark, “I will never go to war again 
without a dentist!” 












The possibility of hearing through the teeth was first suggested 
about 1550 by Hieronymus Cardanus, a physician of Pavia. His 
theory that sound could be conducted to the brain via a stick 
of hard wood held firmly between the teeth was used by Bee- 
thoven, when he tried out his compositions on the piano. In 
1928, a U.S. patent was granted to J. M. Gone for his denti- 
phone, which conveyed sound through a metal rod to 
the teeth; but this avenue of research has been super- 
ceded by modern electro-acoustic instruments.

- Social Security ?

A 65-YEAR-OLD dentist retired 
from practice some time ago with 
$100,000. He was able to do this 
because of a lifetime of faithful 
devotion to his patients, his prodi- 
gious industry, his business acu- 
men, and the death of an uncle 
who left him $99,250. 

In the absence of such a fortui- 
tous circumstance the chances are 
_ that you as well as your wife will 
need and welcome Social Security 
checks when you reach the age of 
65. That is mainly due to the fact 
that “the years of the advantage- 
ous practice of a dentist are com- 
paratively few,” according to the 
late C. Edmund Kells. 

Sir Andrew Clark, a prominent 
medical internist, once said that 
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“The years of the advantage- 
ous practice of a dentist are 


comparatively few.” 


he “had striven ten years for 
bread, ten years for bread and 
butter, and twenty years for cake 
and ale.” That is really a good 
partition of the life of a dentist ex- 
cept that many of us do not reach 
the last stage or having reached it 
do not remain there long. 

In their heyday dentists do not 
toss their money away in riotous 
living, but they do strive to give 
their children an education com- 
parable to their own. This and the 
dry-bread decades result in a situ- 
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ation where the dentist has little 
capital in the bank when he reach- 
es three score and five. That is why 
most dentists, speaking privately 
or when polled, are in favor of 
Social Security coverage. 

And yet, the House of Delegates 
at the Cleveland meeting of the 
American Dental Association 
voted 312 to 64 against Old-Age 
and Survivors Insurance. These del- 
egates are informed, intelligent and 
warmhearted human beings. Why 
did they sell the rank and file 
down the river? Simply because 
they have lost the common touch 
with their fellow men. This is a 
frequent occurrence in every facet 
of society. 

Frank W. Abrams, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, has said: ~ 

“Most of the people I know in 
high positions not only were born 
barefooted, but many of them 
stayed that way for some time. But 
it is true—and I think we can see 
it everywhere—that as_ success 
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comes and men rise to positions of 
responsibility, they start going to 
the same clubs, talking to each 
other, playing golf in the same 
foursome, making speeches to each 
other, and generally building up a 
wall around themselves.” 

Thus there is cause for regret 
but none for surprise at the vote of 
our delegates. It is an old truism 
that in prosperity our equanimity 
is chiefly exercised in enabling us 
to bear with composure the mis- 
fortunes of our neighbors. All of 
which brings me to an intimate 
question that I have been reluctant 
to raise in public: When the dele- 
gates voted against Social Security, 
did they vote before or after din- 
ner? 


Dental Aristocracy 

Our trouble stems from the fact 
that we have set up what might be 
called an aristocracy within the 
profession. It is time for a change. 
Our leaders should leave their 
ivory towers and become re- 
acquainted with the “folks” if they 
are to know their aims and aspira- 
tions. That is the only way they 
can re-establish themselves in our 
minds as seekers of our interest. 

In its appeal for the Relief Fund 
the American Dental Association 
says that “the need is great” and 
yet, its delegates voted against 
Oasi. Dentists do not want charity ; 
they want prepaid security. No 
dentist should be subjected to the 
indignity of relief status at the age 
of 65. All his life an active parti-

cipant in social life, he must not 
suffer the humiliation of voluntary 
withdrawal from society. 

Dentists need Social Security 
coverage, but our House of Dele- 
gates who are supposed to repre- 
sent us are opposed to it. Fortu- 
nately, we have a staunch champion 
in the President of the United 
States. On January 14, President 
Eisenhower proposed the coverage 
of physicians and dentists in the 
Social Security program. The Pres- 
ident’s proposals were included in 
bills submitted immediately by 
Congressman Daniel A. Reed, 
Chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. Hearings on 
these bills will be held during the 
next few months before congres- 
sional committees. 

While you are waiting for the 
American Dental Association to 
become more responsive to the 
needs of its members, here is what 
you can do. You can strengthen 
the hands of those who are trying 
to help you obtain Social Security 
coverage by writing them. You 
should write to Congressman Reed 


at Washington, D.C.

Different types of annuities fulfill the varying retirement needs 


of dentists. 


SUPPOSE you are a dentist, aged 
40. You have worked long and 
hard and now have a lucrative 
practice. But you want to make 
certain that you will have some 
permanent, fixed income after you 
reach age 60—whether you con- 
tinue to work full-time, or begin 
to taper off a bit, or retire alto- 
gether at that time. 

Under such circumstances you 
should consider buying an annuity, 
usually sold by life insurance com- 
panies, which provides that you, 
the annuitant, will receive a fixed 
sum of money periodically for as 
long as you live. 

There are many types of annui- 
ties available. One of the most pop- 
ular, particularly with professional 
people, is the retirement annuity, 
which can easily be adapted to fit 
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the needs and circumstances of the 
dentist described here. 

You can buy a retirement an- 
nuity with a single premium, in 
one lump sum, usually some multi- 
ple of $1000, but this may not be 
feasible or practical. Most dentists 
find it easier to pay premiums an- 
nually, in units of $100. 

Usually no medical examination 
is required to buy an annuity, but 
you must produce some proof of 
your age. 

If you die before receiving your 
first income check on your retire- 
ment annuity, the insurance com- 
pany will pay your beneficiary a 
death benefit, or the total amount 
of all premiums paid in, which- 
ever is greater. 

However, keep in mind _ that 
should you buy a retirement an- 
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nuity and discontinue paying pre- 
miums a few years later, you will 
receive an amount which is less 
than the total of all the premiums 
you have paid. 

The retirement annuity is a flex- 
ible contract. A dentist who wishes 
to receive income payments earlier 
or later than the age specified in 
the contract should notify the in- 
surance company, and the change 
will be made, provided he does so 
before he reaches this specified 
age. 

Consider the case of another 
dentist, aged 60 or 65 or more, 
who has accumulated a substantial 
sum of money and is ready to re- 
tire. This man is in good health, 
he has no dependents, or has al- 
ready provided for them through 
other means. This dentist has a 
real problem deciding how much 
he can afford to spend in each of 
his remaining years. He may out- 
live his capital if he lives to a ripe 
old age. If he dies only a short 
time after retirement and spends 
too little, he is depriving himself 
of many joys and luxuries his 
money could have provided. 

A straight life annuity is indi- 
cated for this dentist, who pays a 
single premium in a lump sum. He 
starts receiving income checks im- 
mediately, every month, every 


three months, every six months, or 
every year, after the date of pur- 
chase. 

A straight life annuity has no 
cash value. If the dentist pays in a 
substantial sum to the insurance 
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company and dies after receiving 
only a few income checks, there is 
no death benefit payable to his 
beneficiary. 


Refund Annuities — 

To meet objections to this gam- 
ble, insurance companies offer re- 
fund annuities, which provide that 
the annuitant receives regular in- 
come payments during his lifetime. 
But when he dies. if the total in- 
come he has received is less than 
the purchase price of the annuity, 
the difference or balance is paid 
to the beneficiary. (If the income 
received is more, the beneficiary 
gets nothing. ) 

When the balance is paid to the 
beneficiary in installments, the 
plan of payment is called the in- 
stallment refund annuity. If the 
balance is paid to the beneficiary 
in a lump sum, this plan is known 
as the cash refund annuity. If the 
balance is paid for a designated 
number of years, say ten or twenty, 
even if the annuitant has not lived 
that long, the plan is called an 
installments certain annuity. 

Another type of annuity, called 
the joint life and survivorship an- 
nuity, may appeal to the dentist if 
his wife is still living when he re- 
tires. An income is paid for life to 
both husband and wife. When one 
of them dies, the income continues 
to be paid to the survivor until his 
or her death. Some contracts call 
for the same income throughout. 
Others provide for a reduction of 
income at the death of one spouse, 
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since living expenses for one per- 
son are less than for two. 

An annuitant receives favorable 
Federal income tax treatment. Sup- 
pose an elderly dentist buys an 
annuity for $50,000, on which the 
income is $3500 per year. Only 3 
per cent of the $50,000, or $1500, 
is considered taxable income. This 
dentist therefore pays a tax on only 
$1500. The remaining $2000 will 
be tax-exempt each year for the 
next 25 years—($50,000 divided 
. by $2000). 


Freedom From Worry 

In addition to this tax advan- 
tage, the dentist will not have to 
spend time selecting proper in- 
vestments, and worrying whether 
he has made a wise choice. This 
freedom from financial cares and 
worries must be a comforting feel- 
ing, because elderly persons who 
buy annuities seem to live far 
longer than average, according to 
some life insurance physicians. 

However, do not lose sight of 
the fact that annuities possess 
some serious limitations and dis- 
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advantages. Should living costs 
continue to rise and the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar decline, 
the annuitant would be seriously 
affected in exactly the same way 
as owners of other fixed income 
securities—such as bondowners, 
and savings bank depositors. 

Also bear in mind that each 
time you receive an annuity in- 
come check, this represents not 
only interest but also a return of 
your principal, thus cutting down 
on the amount you can leave to 
your beneficiary or estate. Because 
people are living longer each pass- 
ing decade, the trend is for life in- 
surance companies to increase pre- 
mium rates on annuities. 

For these reasons, before buy- 
ing an annuity, be sure to consult 
a reliable, competent experienced 
financial or insurance adviser, to 
determine whether an annuity is 
suitable for your requirements and 
circumstances, and if so, which 
type should be purchased.

Dentist!

IT Is never too Jate to learn is the 
philosophy of Doctor Robert 
Emmett Motley, a dentist in the 
Washington, D.C., area for the past 
30 years. His interests outside 
ofice hours range from canning 
honey to playing the organ. His 
most enthusiastic accomplishment 
of recent years has been learning 
to roller skate. 

Doctor Motley is 66 years old 
and started his skating venture 
four years ago. He is acclaimed as 
the oldest active roller-skater 
around the Washington area, 
which includes outlying communi- 
ties of nearby Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. He is in a class by himself 
when it comes to skating. He 
whisks around the rink in feather- 
like fashion for a man of his husky 
build and ripening age.

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Art, floriculture, music, handi- 
crafts, skating—these are some 
of the hobbies versatile Wash- 
ington dentist enjoys. 


The dentist remembers the day 
four years ago when two young 
neighbors approached him, skates 
in hand, and jokingly urged him 
to go roller-skating with them. He 
did not go that day; but the next 
evening, to prove to them he was 
game, he traveled to one of Wash- 
ington’s favorite rinks to try his 
luck on skates. 

Doctor Motley had been dieting 
at the time, and after losing nearly 
thirty pounds had discovered new 
energy. To his amazement, during 
that first try on skates he per- 
formed quite well. By the follow- 
ing evening Doctor Motley had 
purchased a pair of his own. 

On his first few visits no one 
would have anything to do with 
him. The children wanted to know 
what “an old fossil” like him was 
doing around a roller rink. Roller- 
skating was a sport limited to the 
younger generation, they thought. 

The dentist entered skating class- 
es to learn the secrets of successful 
skating, and soon could perform 
the bronze dance steps almost to 
perfection and twist into the diff- 
cult three turns and backward 
turns. 

He became a familiar figure 
around the rink, almost as familiar 
as with his patients at the Farragut 
Medical Building where he has 
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practiced dentistry for the past 30 
years. He will never forget the 
little boy who came up to him one 
evening at the rink and asked, 
“Doctor Motley, do you live 
here?” | 

The roller rink environment 
gave Doctor Motley a desire to 
play the organ, the roller rink 
rhythm maker. 

“Its rhythmic and deep tones in- 
spire me when | am out there skat- 
ing,” he says, “I just had to learn 
to play it.” He used to strum on 
the guitar a bit in his youth while 
attending the University of Michi- 
gar, but that was the extent of his 
music making until 18 months ago 
when he persuaded the organist at 
the arena to give him instructions 
on the instrument. 


Owns Organ 

Doctor Motley could not read 
a note of music a year and a half 
ago. Now he has even purchased a 
$3,500 organ and can play almost 
any popular tune. 

When the dentist undertakes a 
new hobby he is not content with 
just learning the fundamentals. He 
has to know its history and every- 
thing about it. That is just what he 
did after starting to play the organ. 
He will tell you the principle on 
which the instrument plays, draw 
diagrams to explain further its 
operation and while doing this give 
you a complete biography of the 
inventor of the instrument. 

Doctor Motley has been tempted 
to ask the manager of the roller 
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rink to let him perform at the 
organ one night—or even for a 
matinee performance. It would be 
a coveted honor for the dentist, 
but it would be even finer if he 
were to perform in a church serv- 
ice for he loves to hear and play 
hymns. 

In fact, Doctor Motley has even 
considered taking a college music 
course to broaden his knowledge 
of the subject. 

All of the dentist’s outside office 
hours are not confined to indoor 
interests and activities. Born in 
Pittsfield, Illinois, he lived on a 
farm as a boy. He became fas- 
cinated by the wonders of the out- 
of-doors, particularly about the 
energetic honey bee. He made a 
study of the bee, read up on it, 
and learned how he could start a 
“tasty” hobby with bees. 

At 15 he knew how to hive and 
take honey from the bee. When 
Doctor Motley went off to dental 
college, his beekeeping stopped 
until a few years ago when he 
moved to Arlington, Virginia, and 
bought three-quarters of an acre 
of land. There he noticed that 
hardy Dutch white clover grew in 
the area and remembered the good 
times he had with his beehive 
hobby as a boy. Doctor Motley 
now has eight hives in his back- 
yard consisting of over 750,000 
honey bees. Last year he canned 
over three hundred pounds from 
his brood of eight bee colonies. 
What do his neighbors say about 
the swarm that hovers over the 
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neighborhood? What can they say 
—Doctor Motley keeps them sup- 
plied with all the honey they can 
eat, free of charge. 


Other Hobbies 

Doctor Motley is also a floricul- 
turist. In his vast backyard are 
over two hundred azalea plants 
and fifty rose vines that ramble 
over an eight-foot trellis, which 
surrounds his grounds. The high 
trellis prevents the bees from 
bothering the neighbors, for they 
have to hurdle it and stay high in 
the atmosphere. 

Gardener Motley’s azalea collec- 
tion consists of 15 varieties, and 
he plans on building it up to in- 
clude all of the types that will sur- 
vive in the Arlington region. 

Roller-skating, music, _ bees, 
flowers and plants, are just a part 
of Doctor Motley’s interesting life. 
Painting is the favorite of the den- 
tist’s hobbies. The walls of both 
his office and his home are covered 
with original oil paintings. He has 
even sold some at a profit. He 
makes the frames for his paintings, 
of chestnut or white pine wood, 
and applies gold leaf and gesso 
finish to them. Some of his frames 
are hand carved. 

If and when Doctor Motley quits 
dentistry, he still could make a 
fairly good living as a stenog- 
rapher, for during college days he 
was also a capable court reporter, 
and earned his way through dental 
school doimg stenographic work 
and odd jobs.

THE DENTISTS AND NEGROES“ 


THE Kansas City District Dental Society has rejected the membership 
application of six Negro dentists, although its board of censors found 
each candidate professionally qualified. Asked to comment on this 
decision, the’ President of the society said that the vote “speaks for 
itself.”” With due respect for the officer in question, that is neither a 
persuasive nor an enlightening explanation. 

Many dental societies throughout the country admit Negroes. The 
companion health organization in the Kansas City area, the Jackson 
County Medical Society, accepts Negro physicians. Why then does the 
dental society deprive Negro members of an essential profession of 
opportunity furnished their white colleagues for keeping abreast of new 
scientific developments and which prevents them from belonging to the 
state and national organizations? 

The vote itself does not answer that question, except by implication. 
All the vote seems to say is that 56 members of the society believe that 
properly qualified Negro dentists should be admitted to the appropriate 
professional organization of the community in justice to themselves and 
to their patients, while 57 members apparently place their own racial 
prejudice above all other consideration. We say apparently, because we 
cannot conclude that many of the dentists in the second group actually 
expressed their considered judgment. 

The Kansas City District Dental Society is not a social club. It is an 
organization of scientifically-trained persons seeking to promote a 
humanitarian goal. Prejudice has no place in such an enterprise. More- 
over, such a society is a vital part of our community structure. When 
it acts as it did on those six applications, it damages the total fabric 
of our race relations, and this affects even the dentists themselves in 
their capacity as citizens, just as it affects the great body of their patients. 
We are confident that sooner or later the necessary two-thirds majority 
will take an enlightened view of both their professional and civic respon- 
sibilities. The sooner, however, the better.

expected to join the community. 

The people in a small town can 
be selfish. When they do have a 
dentist, he is there to help them in 
an emergency. When Billy or Joan 
Brown has a toothache, it is nice 
to know that Doctor Jones is avail- 
able, and will take care of the 
troublesome tooth. Then their par- 
ents can sleep peacefully through 
the night. When it becomes neces- 
sary to put in a space maintainer 
or bridge to replace the extracted 
tooth, Mr. and Mrs. Brown decide 
that they should consult a specialist 
in a larger city. They feel that the 
dentist in a small town may be an 
inferior practitioner or he would 
have located in a metropolis. 

I had the experience, while in 
the town of 600, of having restored 
a girl’s mouth to excellent condi- 
tion as far as restorations were 
concerned. When all the cavities 
had been taken care of, I spoke to

man discourages him from set- 
tling there. 


her father, a successful business 
man, and advised him to take his 
daughter to an orthodontist in a 
metropolitan area and have her 
teeth straightened. He went to that 
city a number of times each month 
on business, so he would not have 
had to make extra trips. However, 
he said I was “all wet”; his daugh- 
ter could eat well and suffered no 
pain. His attitude was, “Why fool 
around and spend more money on 
her teeth?” Since then, I have 
moved from that town to my pres- 
ent location, and this family has 
taken my advice. A dentist in a 
large city informed them that their 
child’s teeth were in a good condi- 
tion so far as caries was concerned. 
However, her teeth were not 
straight and should be corrected 
by a dental specialist. They con- 
sulted an orthodontist, who fitted 
the girl with braces. Why did not 
they heed my advice a_ year 
sooner? They felt a small-town 
dentist was not to be trusted. It is 
that undesirable feeling, found 
among people of small commu- 
nities, that any professional man, 
who practices in their town must 
be inferior. 

The family of a_ professional 
man in a small town is under the 
close scrutiny of the townspeople. 
Any expressed opinions or unde- 
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sirable actions on their part re- 
flect against the dentist. He must 
not express himself too emphati- 
cally on civic matters. It might ap- 
pear that he is taking advantage 
of his prestige in the small com- 
unity. 

The educational system in many 
small towns is inferior to that in 
cities of 7,000 and more. Men of 
the dental profession realize that 
certain fundamentals of education 
should be mastered. Without an 
adequate education their children 
will find it difficult to succeed in 
later years. 

To illustrate some of the points 
I have mentioned I recall the town 
of 600 where I practiced previ- 
ously. The educational system there 
was inadequate, and | openly ex- 
pressed this opinion. A group of 
the townspeople, who were inter- 
ested in educational progress, nomi- 
nated me for the school board. 
Immediately a complacent group 
of people busied themselves mak- 
ing telephone calls. They called all 
their friends urging them to vote 
against me. A larger group of 
people voted in the election than 
ever before. I learned later that I 
was defeated because the majority 
of the populace were of a different 
religious denomination than I. 

It was this narrow-minded atti- 
tude that caused me to leave the 
small town for a larger city. I have 
since learned that this incident led 
to an investigation of the school 
system, and since that time many 
improvements have been made. 
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Another hindrance to locating 
in a small town lies within the med- 
ical profession. Many professional 
societies and organizations do not 
accept small-town practitioners as 
equals. You may become a mem- 
ber of these organizations if you 
meet their requirements, but it is 
unlikely that you will be elected 
to an important office. The men 
with large city addresses add more 
prestige to their group. 

A physician friend of mine is 
listed in Wuo’s Important IN 
MeEpIcINE. This man has contrib- 
uted a great deal to medicine. He 
has served as director of a national 
medical organization. Later he was 
elected vice-president of this group. 
However, when his name was pro- 
posed for the presidency, the nom- 
inating committee ruled against 
his election because he resided in 
a small town. It was argued that 
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this fact did not bring sufficient 
prestige to the organization. 

Obviously small towns have ad- 
vantages as well as disadvantages. 
It is easier for one to form close 
and lasting friendships in a small 
town. The pace of living is not too 
fast so that one can enjoy a little 
more leisure that would be spent 
in commuting if he resided in a 
large city. Perhaps jealousies and 
selfishness are more pronounced 
in smaller communities where one 
knows his neighbor intimately, but 
human beings are the same wher- 
ever one lives. I presume the final 
solution is a personal one that is 
dependent upon a person’s ability 
to overlook these vexations which 
become paramount in a small com- 
munity.

Fluoridation 


If I were a small-town professional 
man who thought that a little publicity 
could do no harm, I think I would write 
an article for a widely distributed and 
highly esteemed publication and in it 
I would take a stand flatly opposing 
something that almost one hundred per 
cent of those best qualified to judge its 
merits, strongly supported. 

After I took this stand, I would then 
and only then, look about for reasons, 
no matter how frivolous, ill-founded and 
illogical, to buttress my position. Of 
course, the well-meaning but guileless 
members of the craft that developed 
this theory by painstaking observation, 
self-sacrificing experiments and conclu- 
sions, which can only do a disservice to 
the guild, will rush into print to point 
out his fallacies. Thus, we unwittingly 
add fuel to his bonfire. Shortly, there 
is the chance that we may overlook the 
original thesis and talk only of the man. 

Let us now consider Doctor Forman’s 
case against fluoridation.! His first point 
is that inorganic fluorides inhibit cer- 
tain enzymes, that this inhibition leads 
to certain adverse conditions. There are 
areas where fluorides are in the water 
naturally and where endemic fluorosis 
is prevalent. Has he or any of his co- 
workers observed these effects in these 
areas? Do they occur where the fluorides 
occur in 1 pp million or less? If not, it 
is like saying that drinking water is 
dangerous because many have drowned 
in water. He next refers to organic fluo- 
rides that also come under the heading 
of drowning. Nowhere have I ever seen

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reference made to the use of organic 
fluorides. 

He next refers to overdosage in warm 
climates because of excess use of water. 
Nowhere in the Constitution have I seen 
any injunction against varying the per- 
centage of fluorides as conditions war- 
rant. This would also apply to the vari- 
ations indicated by the favorite diet of 
the area and the foods available. 

His references to varying the amount 
af fluoride to allow for variations in 
caries susceptibility is typical of this 
writer. How can you determine this sus- 
ceptibility until it is too late for internal 
fluoride? He ends his second page with 
an unintelligible appeal to all religious 
groups on a purely scientific matter. He 
then starts to worry about diabetics and 
expectant mothers, although the latter, 
it would seem, should be the first to 
take the NaF, and starts to theorize 
about the possible effects on them. At 
this stage it is not necessary to rely en- 
tirely on theory. We have been fluoridat- 
ing more than one hundred areas and 
statistics are now available. I know of 
no adverse ones. If he does, let him 
produce and substantiate them, and not 
prattle of topical fluorides, which my 
group has not found effective, or of in- 
dividual dosages, which are impractical. 
The entire problem of caries, particu- 
larly here in America, is a serious one 
and for all I know an increasing one.—

Fluorine Is Not Essential 
For Human Life 

When a person is forced to imbibe a 
dose- of an- element that has never been 
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proved to be essential to animal life, 
that has highly toxic properties, and 
that is a declared health measure for 
the partial prevention of dental caries, 
it seems pointless to deny that artificial 
fluoridation of drinking water is mass 
medication. 

Fluoridation of water treats human 
beings; they are impregnated with the 
fluoride ion. Chlorine, on the other hand, 
treats water to make it safe for human 
consumption. 

Fluorine is concentrated when the 
water is boiled; chlorine is dissipated. 

For those who believe that fluorida- 
tion is no longer experimental, and that 
it is good and presents no hazards, there 
is a simple method that will cost ap- 
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age per child. It will not be necessary 
to have an added community tax burden 
for the rest of your lives. 

If you were to be refused the right 
to treat water with chlorine for water- 
born disease, your health would be jeop- 
ardized. But to insist that others take a 
drug for a noncontagious disease, when 
you are allowed to take it as you wish, 
is tyranny. Why should you demand 
that those who consider fluoridated 
water hazardous be forced to take it? 
There is no contagion involved, and no 
reason for undue haste. 

Until the experiments are completed 
in the pilot cities and unless the safety 
factors have been firmly established, a 
public health measure will once again

WHAT PEOPLE EXPECT FROM A DENTIFRICE 


PEOPLE USE a dentifrice to clean their teeth. Most of them do not expect 
it to prevent dental disease. Among 8,320 persons answering the ques- 
tionnaire of the Bureau of Economic Research and Statistics of the 
American Dental Association, 47.1 per cent expressed themselves as 
expecting a dentifrice to be a tooth cleaner, to taste pleasant, to feel 
refreshing, to look attractive. Only 4.7 per cent expected a dentifrice to 
prevent or control dental disease. The recommendations of dentists (5.5 
per cent) were more effective in influencing a person’s selection of a 
dentifrice than were any of the forms of advertising (1.1 per cent) .— 
Journal of the American Dental Association, November, 1953. 


DENTAL CHECKUP MAY REVEAL EARLY SIGNS OF A DISEASE 


THE ORAL cavity is by its position the first part of the digestive tract, 
and is also in close relation with the respiratory system. Hereditary and 
constitutional factors affect its development and reactivity. Blood vessels, 
lymphatics, and nerves ensure rapid and quick intercommunication be- 
tween it and the rest of the body. It is also affected by nutrition, metabo- 
lism, and endocrine balance or imbalance. In many ways it reflects like 
a mirror the state of systemic health, so that the dentist, in his periodic 
check-up of the patient, has an opportunity to discover the earliest signs 
of a disease, while it is still curable or controllable——Journal of the 
Egyptian Medical Association.

IF EXTREME care is not taken, den- 
tists are likely to accumulate more 
bad debts in 1954 than in any year 
since 1940. More and more ac- 
counts on a dentist’s ledger will 
bear watching; new accounts may 
contain a higher element of risk 
than in the past. 

Several circumstances will con- 
tribute to this situation. Unless all 
predictions are wrong, competition 
for the consumer’s dollar is to be 
sharpened. This will come coinci- 
dent with a reduction, however 
slight, in the number of such dol- 
lars. While business is expected to 
decline only moderately, individual 
income (distribution of purchasing 
power) is due for a painful re- 
shuffle in the case of many con- 
sumers. This is a process to which 
dentists should be alert. Some con-

sumers, who have been considered 
first-rate credit risks in the past, 
now are going to find it difficult to 
meet their commitments. Many 
marginal accounts will fall into the 
bad risk class. This is going to be 
no less painful for debtors than 
creditors. 

Dentists who continue to think 
in terms of past collections and 
bad debt losses may have trouble. 
Ordinarily a record for paying off 
dental bills may be a sound guide 
for granting new credit, but this 
test will need to be qualified in 
1954. For eight years the goose 
has hung high for most consumers; 
not a few of these are going to be 
put through the wringer in 1954 
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even though the overall adjust- 
ment, reduced to a statistic, may 
be moderate. 

Even if individual incomes suf- 
fer a reduction overall of only five 
per cent or thereabouts as many 
predict, adjustment will not be dis- 
tributed evenly among all income 
groups or among all categories of 
people. To so assume is to over- 
simplify the interplay of economic 
forces in 1954. To reduce the prob- 
lem to a matter of simple arith- 
_ metic is to miss the implication of 
what is expected to take place. 

People with fixed incomes may 
benefit slightly because of dollar 
stabilization and income tax re- 
ductions. Salaried persons may 
gain slightly. On the other hand, 
that large segment of the popula- 
tion made up of wage earners may 
be hit much harder. Wage earners’ 
pay checks are based on hourly 
rates. In many instances, these 
hourly rates may even rise at the 
same time that take-home earnings 
drop drastically. This will be due 
to the fact that more and more em- 
ployers will cut back the work 
week to 40 hours or less. 

Overtime rapidly is becoming a 
thing of the past. Yet, and this is 
important to dentists, it was large- 
ly overtime income at time and 
one-half, double time and even 
triple time, which accounted for 
payment for professional services 
in past years. Even credit accounts 
have been budgeted in relatively 
high take-home pay checks of past 


years. 
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Thus, people who have made 
purchases on time, and have been 
given professional services on 
credit, are already having difficul- 
ties meeting payments with reduc- 
tion of the work week. 

Some wage earners, rather than 
recognizing the stark realities of 
their dilemma, have further ex- 
tended their credit to stave off dis- 
aster. They cannot quickly adjust 
themselves to a drastic cut in take- 
home pay. As an alternative they 
are going even more deeply in 
debt. Every purchase, every pro- 
fessional service secured on credit 
serves to supplement cash purchas- 
ing power. 

Moreover, by using credit to the 
limit, such persons temporarily are 
able to divert limited earnings to 
pay other, more pressing, obliga- 
tions. By getting dental services on 
credit, which otherwise they would 
pay cash for, a patient is able to 
divert this cash to pacify a finance 
company carrying a_ conditional 
sales contract. 

Dentists who grant credit to 
such patients are in effect helping 
them to pay off commercial debts. 
Therefore, it is imperative that 
dentists take a new look at the facts 
surrounding credit applicants. The 
fact that a patient contracted a 
large bill in 1951 and liquidated 
it on time is no indication he can 
meet a large dental bill contracted 
in 1954. 

For example, consider the case 
of a skilled factory worker, who 
for years has held a job providing 
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Saturday and Sunday overtime. 
His hourly rate is $2. For 40 hours 
he gets $80. Saturday employment 
at time and one-half fattens his 
pay envelope by another $24, and 
Sunday employment brings an 
extra $32. From a weekly pay 
check of $136, before deductions, 
he is cut back to $80. This drop 
in income drastically alters his 
manner of living. It even more 
sharply reduces his income, after 
basic necessities of shelter, food 
and clothing are provided for. In 
that $80 check, less withholdings, 
there is not much purchasing pow- 
er or ability to make monthly time 
payments on bills contracted on 
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the assumption of far higher earn- 
ings. This patient who once could 
handle several substantial monthly 
payments without feeling them 
suddenly becomes preoccupied 
with an unexpected dental bill of 
$15 or $20. 

Dentists, in 1954, need to re- 
evaluate credit accounts in terms 
of 1954 ability to pay. Past per- 
formance may prove misleading 
and lay the basis for an excessive 
number of uncollectible accounts. 
New credit reports may be good 
insurance where there is doubt.

TIME WAS when weather was a 
matter we all had to put up with. 
Uncontrolled by man, capricious 
and variable, weather along with 
taxes was the inevitable and the 
uncontrollable. Today, man is the 
master of weather. 

For example, scientists have 
built laboratories in which any 
kind of weather can actually be 
made, temperatures as hot as the 
Sahara, as cold as Siberia, and 
even fog as thick as London’s. 

But scientists do not have a mo- 
nopoly on weather-making. You 
can make your own weather, too. 
You can do it with a room air- 
conditioner. The mighty marvel of 
the modern electric age, air-condi- 
tioning is expected to undergo a 
period of growth in the next few 
years no less sensational than that 
of television in recent years. There

are some who expect that the day 
is not far off when air-conditioning 
will be considered as much a nec- 
essity of modern living as is the 
shower in the bathroom, itself 
once considered a luxury. 

For professional men _ particu- 
larly, the promise of air-condition- 
ing is great, the benefits of air- 
conditioning many. 

The enthusiasm of dentists for 
air-conditioning runs high. What’s 
more, the saturation runs high. Ac- 
cording to figures released by the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, 10 per cent of all air-condi- 
tioners are sold to dentists, physi- 
cians, and professional men. This 
is a national figure and reflects 
the greater saturation in the South. 
But the trend toward air-condition- 
ing is on the move in other parts 
of the country too. One reason for 
this is the realization that air-con- 
ditioning equipment does more 
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than just cool. An air-conditioner 
has year-round use because it fil- 
ters dust, dirt and pollen from the 
air, thus helping to keep offices 
and equipment more sterile; it 
shuts out noise from outdoors, and 
many air conditioners provide sup- 
plementary heating as well as cool- 
ing. 

Recognized as an_ important 
business investment, air-condition- 
ing permits professional men to 
serve their clientele in greater com- 
fort and with greater convenience. 
Many dentists report that in warm 
weather particularly, patients who 
would otherwise be somewhat nerv- 
ous, apprehensive, and uncomfort- 
able feel much more at ease. In 
fact, dentists who previously were 
in the habit of closing their offices 
for many weeks during the summer 
now continue to see patients. 

Of the many varieties of air- 
conditioning equipment now avail- 
able, the standard features in most 
are the ease of installation. attrac- 
tive design, simple controls, quiet 
performance, and economical op- 
eration. 

An implicit benefit is that air- 
conditioning is a symbol of pro- 
gressiveness that adds prestige and 
good will. As you know, people do 
go out of their way to patronize 
air-conditioned businesses. 

Here are some interesting facts 
on heat and its effect on the human 
body. The body is an automatic 
heat pump that works 24 hours 
every day of our lives in winter 
and summer. It gives off as much 
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heat as two 100-Watt light bulbs. 
In cold weather, this body heat 
presents no problem because it is 
dissipated into the colder air. In 
fact, body heat escapes so quickly 
in cold weather we have to wear 
more clothing to retain it. The 
colder the weather the more pro- 
tection we need to feel comfortable. 
In extremely cold weather it is nec- 
essary for us to protect our health 
and safeguard our comfort. It is 
equally important to do so when 
the weather is extremely warm. 

In warm weather we feel uncom- 
fortable because it is more difficult 
to get rid of the heat which the 
body continues to generate. Physi- 
cal activity adds to our discomfort 
because it increases the body heat. 
Exposure to high temperatures not 
only makes us uncomfortable, but 
can often result in ill-effects. 

The heart works harder and 
faster to pump more blood to the 
surface of the skin. This increased 
activity of the heart causes the 
pulse rate to increase as much as 
40 per cent and causes a heart 
strain which can be serious for 
people in all age brackets, espe- 
cially for people over forty. The 
fact is, in a 95° temperature, the 
simple act of walking can cause as 
much strain on the heart as heavy 
labor which is performed under 
comfortable temperature condi- 
tions. 

Digestive organs are cheated of 
their normal blood supply because 
more blood is being pumped to the 
surface of the skin. The result— 
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poor digestion, headache, lower 
body resistance, digestive upsets, 
loss of weight and even serious 
illness. 

Mental laziness and the inability 
to concentrate, which are common 
at high temperatures, cause the 
heart to pump less blood to the 
brain. A recent study showed bank 
clerks committed 50 per cent more 
errors when the temperature was 
in the nineties than they did when 
the temperature was at 68°. 

Excessive perspiration causes the 
‘loss of mineral salts. This loss of 
salts, particularly iodine and chlo- 
ride, frequently results in cramp 
and in fatigue. 

To be comfortable in warm 


weather, the heat generated by our 
body every minute of the day must 
be removed. The best way to do 
this is to disperse the heat into the 
surrounding air, but to do this the 
air must be cooler than the human 
body; it must be dry enough to 
absorb moisture; it must be in mo- 
tion to speed up the process of 
evaporation. 

Air-conditioning equipment does 
just this. It cools the air, removes 
the moisture, and circulates the 
air. Consider all the benefits of 
air-conditioning. Consider, too, 
that it is a business investment 
and you understand why the air- 
conditioning boom is growing day 
by day.

‘Clean the mouth thorough- 


ly. Run a suture through 
the buccal and _ lingual 
muco-periosteum. 


With a hemostat, grasp the 
suture at a point over the 
socket and pull to create 


a large, free loop. 
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Pull ends of the suture to 
eliminate the free loop. 


Tie ends of suture. 


With suction or instru- 
ments, remove the blood 
and partly-formed clot 
from the socket. Fill the 
socket with a strip of 
Hemopak.

AFTER hospitalizing patients and 
operating in hospitals for many 
years, I have recently had a new 
experience. I was a surgical pa- 
tient in a hospital myself. The side 
of the fence the viewer is on makes 
a vast difference in the ball game. 

When I was taken to the operat- 
ing room the anesthetist asked me 
if I had a preference in anesthetics. 
Possibly he would not have done 
this with a nonprofessional patient, 
but in my case the approach was 
right. Naturally I left the decision 
to him, but he had instilled confi- 
dence in me concerning his ability. 
Considering the fact that I did not 
know him even by reputation, this 
confidence was of value to both 
patient and anesthetist. 

In the case of a layman, he 
might have said he was going to 
employ cyclopropane (or what- 
ever anesthetic he had chosen) for

such and such a reason. The result 
would be the same. Confidence 
would be created, and the patient 
would not feel he was being taken 
into the unknown by a man who - 
chose to surround himself with an 
aura of mysticism. 

My surgeon was a competent 
man—one in whom | had complete 
confidence, but like most other 
top-ranking men, was rushed off 
his feet. Since he had many pa- 
tients in the same hospital, he had 
developed a species of code when 
giving instructions to the nurses. 
That saves a lot of time, but what 
of the patient? 

The average patient is a fairly 
intelligent person. He does not 
possess a scientific knowledge of 
anatomy or the functions of the 
various organs, but is interested 
none the less. Tell him what is go- 
ing on. Fear of the unknown is 
the worst fear of all.

traction of a tooth as common- 
place as clipping fingernails, but 
a patient does not share this feel- 
ing. Even the big man with the 
build of a wrestler may quake in 
his shoes, however much he tries 
to hide it. An extraction is a 
dreaded operation. Do not under- 
estimate it, and do not surround 
it with mysticism. | 

I always find that a patient for 
conduction anesthesia is a much 
better subject if the operation is 
explained first. To one who has 
never experienced a mandibular 
block, the sensation of a hypoder- 
mic needle probing in that area is 
most disconcerting. He sits wait- 
ing for the needle to strike a ver- 
tebra or some vital structure! 
However, if the local anatomy is 
explained, and the patient is as- 
sured that you not only know ex- 
actly where to place the solution, 
but ‘the risk involved is nil, the 
‘fear of the unknown will be dis- 


pelled. 


Startling Patients 

This does not mean the whole 
procedure should be explained in 
detail, or that the hypodermic syr- 
inge should be waved in his face. 
Far from it. A needle that is actu- 
ally one and seven-eights inches in 
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length may appear like a bayonet 
to a highly nervous person. On the 
other hand, never sneak up on a 
patient with a hidden instrument 
of any kind, and pop it out at him 
like a magician bringing a rabbit 
from a hat. That can scare the 
hardiest soul and create tension— 
the last thing desired in a dental 
operation. 

This applies to children as well 
as adults. Your office itself is a 
place of mystery to a child on his 
first visit. Put him at his ease as 
far as possible by explaining. 
Children are intelligent too, prone 
as we are at times to overlook the 
fact. The average child will submit 
to what is explained to him, but 
will never forgive being fright- 
ened. | have had adult patients tell 
me that they have never been in a 
dental office since they were small 
children as a result of a scare or 
having treatment forced on them. 
I have also had a fragile little five- 
year-old-girl submit without a 
whimper to a mandibular block 
and the extraction of a lower first 
molar after the procedure had 
been explained to her. 

The same applies to restorative 
treatments. Sometimes an enamel 
wall breaks down with a resound- 
ing crash. At least, the patient 
thinks it is a resounding crash. 
Actually, this occurrence may sim- 
plify the preparation. It may even 
have been done intentionally, but 
to the patient a major catastrophe 
has taken place in his mouth. At 
least half the tooth must have 
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broken off—it will have to be ex- 
tracted—maybe the rest will break 
off and the root will have to be 
“dug” out—or a dry socket will 
result. So his imagination goes 
racing on if his mind is not put to 
rest at once. 

Dentistry is a profession where 
a “poker face” is often an asset. A 
dentist should never reveal his mo- 
mentary emotions. Should a root 
fracture during an extraction it 
would be unwise to allow a “what 
do I do next” look to flicker across 
his face. You know what to do and 
the next minute will be busy doing 
it, but the patient does not under- 
stand this. He will see that look, 
however fleeting, and his imagina- 
tion will run rampant. Keep your 
facial muscles under control and 
clarify the situation. Should the 
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case prove to be beyond your 
scope, explain the reason and 
make an appointment for him with 
a specialist who can handle it. 

Momentary looks of annoyance 
or chagrin over some trifling mis- 
hap during an operation are a mis- 
take. The patient may magnify the 
cause a hundredfold unless he un- 
derstands what has happened. 

Only a charlatan will knowingly 
try to fool the public. The witch 
doctors relied on mysticism to re- 
tain a hold over their followers. 
Let us, as dentists, rely on our skill 
and the fact that we have dis- 
carded mystery and have adopted 
truth and fair dealing to hold our 
patients.

GLAND ACTIVITY DETERMINES RATE OF AGING 


THE IDEA of comparing the human body with an automobile engine, 
which does wear out, appears to me to be wholly misleading. The cells 
of living things are being constantly replaced. The turnover is such that 
it is said we have a new body every seven years. There is no evidence 
that the rate at which we grow old varies directly with the rate at which 
we live. Indeed, the rate of aging is determined by changes in the activ- 
ity and interrelation of our glands of internal secretion. The only way 
I know of favorably influencing this endocrine pattern is to function as 
fully and actively as we know how. It is my belief that throughout the 
realm of living things, nature tends to eliminate those that have relin- 
quished their functional usefulness. In man, nature does it by changing 
the pattern of activity of the glands, perhaps the thyroid in particular, 
so that arteriosclerosis ensues and with it the body withers, sometimes 
slowly, sometimes quickly. The process of degeneration and death as 
seen in the smallest unit of the body, the cell, starts with the appearance 
of fat globules. What is true of the cell unit is, I believe, equally true of 
the body as a whole which is, after all, merely equal to the sum of its 
parts.— THEODORE G. KLumpp, M.D.

RESEARCH NEEDS MORE THAN MONEY 


A NATION that gives away billions of dollars to help countries through- 
out the world would be expected to have more regard for the health and 
well-being of its own people. Many of our citizens cannot afford to pay 
for health care. Millions of our people would be benefited by the results 
of research on the diseases that distress and kill them. Research needs 
money. With the present excessive taxes this money cannot be expected 
to come from wealthy persons. The days of large private philanthropy 
are over. The tax laws have seen to that. 

If research on disease is to be done and large sums of money are not 
available from private sources, the only place to expect support is from 
the government. This is distasteful to many of us. We should prefer to 
have private enterprise carry on this work rather than have it dropped 
into the lap of a government agency. Realism requires us to face the fact 
that, if the job is to be done, the government must help. Tax funds may 
be used directly to support work in such organizations as the United 
States Public Health Service, or tax funds may be used as grants-in-aid 
to universities and private research organizations. Both methods are 
being used at present. 

In the past a small part of the research dollar has gone to dental 
studies. Asgis! shows that, for 110 million dollars spent in one year for 
medical research, 1 million was spent for dental studies. Of this amount 
of 1 million dollars $733,000 was the total spent by 40 dental schools 
in the United States. This means that each dental school in the United 
States spends on an average less than $20,000 a year for research. In 
the same period while 3/4 of a million dollars was spent by the dental 
schools 24 million was spent by the medical schools in research.

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There are people whose wishful thinking is more exuberant than the 
hard facts at hand, who believe that sodium fluoride in the water supplies 
will reduce the caries experience to a place where this disease is no 
longer a major health problem. Even if the caries rate were reduced 
40 per cent by this procedure, which is doubtful to many observers, the 
incidence of this disease is still high. This means that other avenues of 
research must be found to control the 60 per cent incidence of the dis- 
ease. So far as periodontal disease is concerned, nothing specific has 
been suggested that appears to be a fundamental approach to this con- 
dition. If anyone has proposed a public health approach to periodontal 
disease the suggestion has not found the way into print, and the treat- 
ment methods for periodontal disease are in general less effective and 
logical than those for caries. 

The opportunities for research in dentistry are limitless. The relation- 
ships between biologic and environmental forces and malocclusion have 
scarcely been explored. The vast subject of biochemistry and the relation 
between oral and systemic disease is a challenge to the imagination of 
anyone interested in research. The effect of the modern, over-refined, 
devitalized, processed, frozen and chemically treated foods on the well- 
being of mankind is a subject in which honest research will be required 
to battle against powerful commercial interests. The danger here is that 
the searcher for truth will find his way blocked as soon as he makes a 
discovery that endangers a profit-making venture. A good many of the 
men in government high places and on the boards of trustees of univer- 
sities have their economic roots deep in fields that they prefer to have 
remain undisturbed. 

Research is more than a matter of money. It needs that. It also re- 
quires a free atmosphere in which to work: free from pressure groups 
and vested interests. Such a rare atmosphere is hard to find.

A Dentist’s Folk Tales 


Bring Fame and Gain

UsING HIS spare time between ap- 
pointments. Doctor Moritz A. 
Jagendorf has written a vast num- 
ber of folk stories of America, 
which have brought him fame and 
gain. With a published book list 
now exceeding two dozen volumes. 
royalties are accumulating at such 
a pleasing rate that the dentist- 
author, after nearly forty years of 
practice. is gradually relinquish- 
ing patients to an associate. 
Doctor Jagendorf’s flair for tell- 
ing a story in a form easily read, 
or re-told, has brought him recog- 
nition in the literary world. He is 
President of the New York State 
Folk Lore Society, Vice-President 
of the International Folk Lore Con- 
gress, and Director of the National 
American Folk Lore Society. 
Under the sponsorship of 
Unesco, the educational and cul- 
tural activities unit of the United 
Nations, Doctor Jagendorf has 
lectured in Turkey and is sched- 
uled to lecture in Yugoslavia and 


other countries while on a world 
tour. 

From what started as a hobby. 
Doctor Jagendorf has developed a 
major activity, which gives him 
great satisfaction for the joy and 
laughter it brings to others, as well 
as an opportunity to ease away 
from the strenuous demands of 
constant dental operating. Behind 
the dental chair he made notes of 
stories told to relax patients, which 
produced laughs. 

Culled from a reservoir of word- 
of-mouth accounts of the early life 
of the country, Doctor Jagendort 
has written in vivid action style 
hundreds of stories from the native 
life of every part of the country. 

Beginning with New England. 
under the crisp title NEW ENGLAND 
3EAN Port, followed by Ur State 
Down StaTE—tales of the Middle 
States, stories are being gathered 
for the remainder of the country 
and prepared for publication. each 
section requiring a separate vol- 
ume, 

Doctor Jagendorf, who came to 
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New Yorker has written over 
two dozen volumes of folk 
stories about every part of this 


country. 


this country from Austria as a 
boy, points out that while much of 
the European folk lore is based 
upon the lives of giants, witches 
and other creatures of fancy, the 
essence of American folk lore is 
in the native economic life. One 
character represents lumbering, 
another farming, another the oil 
industry and so on through varied 
phases of the economy. 

“Folk lore,” says Doctor Jagen- 
dorf, “represents the dreams of the 
people—not of life. but the way 
they would like life to be.” 


Sherwood Forest 

In addition to his travels about 
the United States, Doctor Jagen- 
dorf has visited Sherwood Forest 
in England. There he dug into the 
native lore and has woven it into 
a most entertaining book under the 
title Merry MEN oF GOTHAM. 
These folk tales show how life can 
be protected by use of wits in- 
stead of armor. The apparently 
foolish are proved to be wise 
enough to outsmart those who pose 
as wisely superior. 

While thoroughly enjoying writ- 
ing to make people laugh, Doctor 
Jagendorf cannot absent himself 
from his dental practice without 
getting an urge to put his fingers 
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to work again. Three months, per- 
haps, and then restlessness to get 
behind the dental chair again over- 
takes him. 

All of Doctor Jagendorf’s stories 
have been published by The Van- 
guard Press. His books contain 
many pen sketches to enliven the 
pages. 

Of his work, Colonel Shoemaker, 
President of the Pennsylvania Folk 
Lore Society, speaking of Up 
STATE Down STATE says: “Our 
folk lore has come to its full ripe- 
ness of understanding and can be 
collected freely. Doctor Jagendorf 
has shown in this book how it can 
be done at its best.” 

Not all of Doctor Jagendorf’s 
literary work has been devoted to 
folk lore. He has written and pub- 
lished a number of plays for chil- 
dren to be used in clubs, camps, 
and schools. Plays have been 
adapted for production by ama- 
teurs with the use of limited stage 
properties. These plays and tales 
are found on the shelves of many 
public libraries where they are in 
almost constant circulation for the 
help they give to teachers and 
youth leaders. For a time Doctor 
Jagendorf directed a_ children’s 
theatre in New York and was a 
member of the Washington Square 
Players. 

While in the Army during World 
War I, Doctor Jagendorf used 
every leave hour in writing or dig- 
ging into local folklore.

Denture Occlusion 


Q.—One of my patients, who has 
worn full dentures more than three 
years, has trouble with spots on the 
lower ridge. At first, I thought these 
spots were caused by the ill-fitting den- 
tures, so I relined them and they seem 
to fit. The occlusion appears correct and 
feels well balanced to the patient, but 
he constantly returns with a sore spot. 
I. stone the spot on the denture, first 
circling the sore spot with indelible 
pencil, then transferring to the denture, 
but the next week when he returns there 
is a sore spot on the other side 
with slight whiteness around the spot 
as if the tissue had been burned with 
some caustic. There is no high bony 
point under the soft tissue because the 
ridges are smooth after three years. 

I have used articulating paper and 
checked for occlusion high spots and 
there seem to be none. There is good 
continuous pressure all around. 

I am at a loss as to what causes these 
spots. Do you think it could be a sys- 
temic disease ?—D.H.P., Louisiana. 


A.—I have provided comfort in 
a number of similar cases by care- 
ful and patient reapplication of 
disclosing wax, thus perfecting and 
balancing the occlusion more ac- 
curately than it is possible to do 
with carbon paper. Cover the oc- 
clusal surfaces (usually of the low- 
er denture only) with melted red 
disclosing wax. Lubricate the up- 
per occlusal surfaces with saliva, 
_ ask the-patient to-close very gently, 





and tap on the back teeth. The 
idea is to stop the closure the in- 
stant that one or more teeth cut 
through the wax to contact por- 
celain against porcelain. Remove 
the denture and grind the spot or 
spots and repeat application of wax 
and closure until bearing is really 
uniform in centric and in all ex-. 
cursions. Remove occlusal wax by 
wiping with cleansing tissue and 
finally with warm water and soap 
on a denture brush. 

Next cover the tissue bearing 
surface of the denture with melted 
ivory disclosing wax and have the 
patient close with masticating pres- 
sure, remove denture and grind it 
with a large round bur where the 
wax has been pressed out, baring 
the acrylic. Repeat this procedure 
as many times as necessary to pro- 
vide a uniform bearing of denture 
against supporting tissue. This is 
a more accurate way of relieving 
pressure over tender spots than the 
indelible pencil method. All re- 
lieved surfaces should be ground 
as smooth as possible and polished 
before dismissal of the patient.— 
V. C. SMEDLEY.

parent slight loss of hearing she had 
visited an ear specialist who suggested 
she visit a dentist. An examination 
showed a considerable number of re- 
storations and bridgework. In addition, 
the upper second and third molars on 
the right side were missing and all 
three molars on the upper left and low- 
er right and left were missing and had 
been for a number of years. 

After full mouth roentgenograms and 
study models were made and following 
a consultation with her ear specialist, 
partial upper and partial lower vital- 
lium dentures were made with onlays 
and clasps on the four lower bicuspids. 
lt was difficult for the patient to be- 
come accustomed to these. 

Recently, hot and cold bothered the 
lower right second bicuspid for several 
weeks but the pain disappeared. 

Examination revealed some caries on 
the distal surface. | have showed the 
enclosed roentgenograms to several ex- 
odontists. Some say there is infection 
and to extract. Others say not to, that 
the condition is just a thickening of 
periodontal membrane due to the load 
carried by the tooth. I am inclined to 
agree with the latter. The tooth reacts 
vital. May I have your opinion?—-A.D.S., 
California. 


A.—Since this tooth now re- 
sponds normally to vitality tests, I 
would say that the thickened peri- 
odontal membrane does not indi- 
cate infection. It is often advisable 
when supplying the molars on such 
a partial denture to provide double 
clasps for anchorage, thus divid- 
ing the stress between all four bi- 
cuspids instead of just two.—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Paralysis After Injection 


().—I had an unusual experience with 
a local anesthetic and would like your

opinion on the cause of the peculiar 
reaction. My patient was a girl, 18 years 
old, and in perfect health. I had used 
procaine on her many times before with 
no unusual reaction. 

I gave a lower left mandibular block 
and evidently hit a vein. The patient’s 
face almost immediately became cherry 
red. Her vision was obscured and her 
face became puffy and almost like an 
edema, especially under her eyes. She 
complained of severe headache, nausea 
and said she was going to faint. How- 
ever, she did not faint, and in 15 min- 
utes the main symptoms had disap- 
peared. The anesthetic worked fine, and 
I completed the restorations. She still 
had the headache when she left. 

Next morning the patient’s mother 
called to tell me that the girl had a 
terrific headache and her right shoulder, 
arm and hand were paralyzed and she 
could not even lift them off the bed. In 
the afternoon, the condition was the 
same, and a physician was called. His 
explanation was that somehow the pro- 
caine had reached the brain and had 
caused an irritation to the portion which 
supplied motor nerves to the right arm. 
He gave her codein and acetylsalicylic 
acid. 

The paralysis and headache were not 
gone until four days after I gave the 
injection. Then the patient made a com- 
plete recovery and has been all right 
ever since. 

I am anxious to know if you have ever 
had a similar occurrence in your practice 
and how it can be explained.—H.E.M., 
Washington. 

A.—-Let me say that the type of 
anesthetic solution probably was 
not responsible per se. 

It is not uncommon to have 
hematomas, emphysemas, or semi 
collapse when an anesthetic is in- 
advertently injected into a blood 
vessel. Considering that anesthetic 


injections are more or less blind 
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and that the jaws have a rich blood 
supply, it is surprising that blood 
vessel walls are not penetrated 
more often. 

It is said that the trigeminal 
nerve has synapses with 22 other 
cranial nerves, so it is not surpris- 
ing that pain in a branch of the tri- 
geminal should have far reaching 
and inexplicable effects. We have 
had cases of paralysis of the eye 
following a mandibular block. 

Once I was setting a bridge with 
the posterior abutment being a 
class II inlay in the left mandibu- 
lar second molar. The minute | 
pressed the bridge to place there 
was a sharp pain in the molar and 
in the left arm followed by a par- 
tial paralysis of the left arm, which 
fortunately lasted only an hour or 
so. Investigation disclosed that the 
cement under the inlay had broken 
through a thin dentine wall into 
the pulp. Note, the trouble in the 
arm in my case was on the same 
side as the traumatized inferior 
dental nerve and was immediate, 
while in your case the trouble with 
the arm was on the opposite side 
and delayed many hours. 

You naturally feel disturbed 
about the train of events following 
the mandibular nerve block for 
your young patient, but you should 
not feel that these events were the 
result of lack of skill or care on 
your part in making the block.— 
GreorcE R. WARNER. 


Gingivitis 
I am taking the liberty of com-

menting on your discussion with 
E.F.H. on gingivitis resulting from 
dilantin. 

Surgery by itself has seldom re- 
sulted in permanent relief from 
the dilantin hyperplasia. I have 
found that relief will be temporary 
at best. On the other hand, my col- 
leagues and myself have been suc- 
cessful in restraining this tissue by 
constant massage. In most severe 
cases, the use of both surgery and 
massage may be called for; thor- 
ough prophylaxis and subgingival 
curettage to be instituted, too. 

I feel that a wise plan of pro- 
cerure for E.F.H. to follow would 
include three steps: 


1. Gingivectomy to eradicate 
existing pockets due to pro- 
liferation. 

2. Thorough curettage and pol- 
ishing of exposed root and 
crown tooth surfaces. 

3. Instruction in use of hard 
toothbrush and interproximal 
stimulator according to mod- 
ified Charter’s technique. 
Massage in this manner. at 
least four times daily. This 


can be accompanied by use . 


of rubber cap stimulator 
(denticator) several times 
daily. 


None of these procedures should 
interfere with orthodontic meas- 
ures that E.F.H. may institute, al- 
though tongue biting may severe- 
ly interfere with orthodontics.—

Failures of restorations are costly and 
distressing. They are misfortunes every 
operator feels bound to prevent. But, try 
as one will, no operator can do the im- 
possible —can prevent failures due to 
materials deficient inherently. 


Such failures, it is plain, are foredoomed! 
Try as one will, for example, one can- 
not prevent failure if the material is 
incapable of the requisite adaptation—of 
forming so tight a union with the walls 
and margins as to produce a hermetic 
seal. Try as one will, this weakness will 
expose the tooth to recurrent decay.
